3. Salru'jc fees, — Any such person who shall liave salved timber 
or bamboos under these rules, and taken the same to any drift 
timber dei)dt shall be entitled to receive as Salvage fees — 

(cf) from the owner, through Government, 15 and 25 per cent., 
respectively, of the value as adjudged by the Forest- 
officer ill the case of boats and other timber and 
bamboos, llie ownersliii) of which is proved and 
admitted under section 47 of the Indian Forest Act, 
1878. 

(6) from Government, in the case of boats and other timber 
and bamboos that become vested in Government under 
section 48 of the said Act, 15 and 25 per cent., respect- 
ively, of the net balance of the auction sale account 
after deducting therefrom all expenses of transport 
and other charges ; such salvage fees to be paid after 
the sale has been effected. 

4. ' Payments required when 'drift timber is shown to be the 
property of a claimant. — No such timber or bamboos shall be 
delivered to any claimant who is, under section 4? of the ludr^ 
Forest Act, found to be the owner, until he shall have paid 
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under section 50 of the said Act, to the Forest-ofBcer the ainonui 
.adjudged to be due to the salver under rule 3, together with .such 
other exxienses as may have been incurred in salving the t>aid 
timber or bamboos. Should the said owner fail to make tliese 
payments within ten days of his receiving intimation from the 
Forest-officer of the amount due, the property salved shall be 
dealt with as 'unclaimed timber, as provided in section 48 of the 
Act. 

5. Salved timber tvhich map become vested irl Government lo 
be sold by auction. — All drift timber or bambooos salved under 
these rules, which may become vested in Government under 
section 48 of the Indian Forest Act, ahull be soki l)y auction after 
two months from the expiry of the period fixed foi* tlie dis])osal 
of claims under section 46 of the said Act, 

6. Properly marks. — All iiroperty marks registeied under 
tulo VII of tlie Chittagong liiver Itules of the 17th October 1881, 
shall be lield to bo i>roi)orLy marks establishing claim to lirift 
timber salved under those rules.

(3) All forest produce in (ranait shall be liable to stoppage h;: an oiBcer 
specially anthoribed in this behalf by the Coiiborvulor of Forests for 
examination below any of the revenue htations inontioneil in suh-riile (/), 
and if the forest produce bo found to he in exces-. of or different in kind 
from that specified in the jiais granted by the forest officer in charge of 
the roienuc stations, the cx.iinining officer shall seize the same and report 
the case at once to Ibo Divieional Forest Oflicer. 


(o) The holder of a pa^s shall be bounil to ]>roduco it at any point on 
the rncr below the revenno Mations mentioned in snb*rnlc (/) when called 
upon to do so by any forest oflicer specially niithortRcd in this behalf by 
the Oonboriator of Forests, failing which the forost produce will be 
detained, pending the production of the pass. ^ ' 


3. Removal and passing of forest produce taken from the reserved 
forests.— Pa"sos for the ro^lo^al of forest produce from reserved forests 
in the Chittagong Hill Tracts m.iy lie obt'iined from tlio Dhisionol Forest 
Officer or the oflicer in local charge of the fore<t on payment of such 
royalty or other payments as may be fixed by competent authority'. The 
holder of any sncli pabb bhall be entitle 1, on the jirodiiclion thereof, to take 
his forest produce, free of {urther payment, past any Tcvenue station 
specified in rule 2 : 

Provided that the officer in charge of any such revenue station may 
stop any such forest produce and subject tlic same to examination. 

.\ny forost produce found in oiccRS of, or of a different kind to, that 
specified iu the pass may ho detained liy the said oflicer until any sums 
that may be due in resiiect thereof be paid. 

If it shall .appear that such excess or dillcrcnt kind of forC't produce 
has been obtained fraudulently, the officer in charge shall seize the'Samo 
and report the matter for the orders of the Divisional Forest Officer, 

Removal and royalty payable on forest produce taken from forest 
tracts not being reserved forest. — All forest produce exported from 
forest tracts uol being resersed forest, whellier overland or by river, except 
shonldor-bornc siin-grafs, shall he exported on payment of the rates laid 
down in Ihu schedule of rates fixed by local olficcrs for the area 
concerned and under a pa«s obtainable cither from the oflicers in charge 
or lessees of the revenue stations specified in rule 2 or from such staff 
as may be specially authorised for this purpose in writing by a competent 
authority not below the rank of a Dixibional Forest Oflicer. 
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•'). Procedure required front holders of waste land lots in fee simple 
or of leases which give the right of removal of forest produce from their 

landSi — (0 Holders of wnbte land lots in fee simple within the Chittagong 
Hill Tracftt, and pornons whose leases give them the right of removing forest 
produce without further chill ge from such Inndb as are covered by their 
leases, shiill, if they desire to transport such forest produce by river in the 
nij'ijuer described in rule 2, applj' to tho Deputy Commissioner of the 
Chittagong Hill Tracts for passes to co\er the maximnni amount of each 
kind of forest produce which they expect to export during the year ending 
the 31flt March following tho date of their application. Such applications 
(in Term A) shall ordinarily bo submitted before iho Jst November of tbe 
financial year for which the pass is required. Only one such application 
per year may bo made for each lot. The Deputy CommiBsioner will ordi- 
narily issue such pass (in Form B) within two iiionlhs of the date of tho 
application. The Deputy Commissioner is empowered to refuse the grant 
of any such free pass either in whole or in part if ho is satisfied that the 
amounts of each kind of forest produce applied for are different in kind 
from, or exceed in amount, those which ho considers can be obtained from 
the lands concerned. 

(2) Holders of estates or tenures or waste laud lots in foe simple within 
the district of Cliittagong, and persons whoso leases give them tho right 
of removing forest produce without further charge from such lands as are 
covered by their leases, shall, when their lots or estates or tenures are 
situated above a toll-station, apply to the Collector of Chittagong for 
similar passes in accordance with the procedure laid down in sub-rulo (/), 
and tho Collector shall deal with such applications in accordance with 
tho same procedure. 

(S) Tho amount of each despatch of forest produce shall be entered on 
the back of tho free pass issued under sub-rule (1) or sub-rule (2) and 
-hall be checked by tho officer or lessee in charge of the revenuo stations 
gat which such forest produce may be slopped under rule 2, after which tho 
arae may bo removed free of charge. 

(4) Holders of free passes shall not export forest produce different in 
kind from or exceeding in amount that entered in their passes. 

6. Obstruction of rivers prohibited; such obstruction to be 
removed by, or at the cost of, the parties in fault.— Tho closing «p or 

obstructing of any river u.scd for tho transit of forest produce, or the 
stoppage of navigation on the same is prohibited. Tho Deputy Commis- 
sioner of tho Ohiltagong Hill Tracts may order any person who, by his 
act or negligence, has caused such closure, obstruction or stoppage to 
remove the same witliin a time specified, or may cause such obstruction 
to be cleared, and recover tho cost of such clearance from tho person by 
whose act or negligence it was caused. 


7. Registration of property marks and fees to be paid for the 

same. — Ail persons permitted into tho Chittagong Hill Tracts for the 
purpose of cutting and exporting timber or forest produce sunll annually 
register their property marlts in the office of the Divisional horost Oflicor 
Such marks B]iall consipt of a device to bo approved by the Divisional 
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Forest Officer, and the fee for registration shall be Be. 1 for 
first registration and four annas for each subsequent annual rene'vral. 
A certificate of registration shorring his marks and a copy of the certi- 
ficate shall be forwarded to the Deputy Commissioner of the Chittagong 
Hill Tracts. Marks shall ordinarily be registered to hold good for one 
route or line of export only, but any person may register the same mark 
for use on more than one route, subject to the payment of a separate fee 
for cacli such line of route. 

8- Penalty clause.— .A.ny person infringing any provision of these 
rules shall be punished with imprisonment of either description, which 
may extend to six months, or with fine which may extend to Re. 500, or 
Mith both.

1. All non-gazetted Government officers and x^ersons not in the 
employ of Government are eligible for rewards under these rules. 

2. The Magistrate or the Court imimsiug the fine is bound to 
inform the Divisional Forest Officer, or the Subdivisional Forest 
Officer not being below the rank of an Assistant Conservator of 
Forests or, in the case of forests under the management of the Civil 
Department the Deputy Commissioner or Collector of the district, 
of the levy of the fine, and the whole or any i)art of the fine, when 
realized, may be distributed in .such proportions as that oBicer may 
think fit among the persons instrumental in the detection of the 
offence, the seizure of the ailiicles, or the caijture of the offender. 
Besides the amount of the line, the said xjersons shall also be 
entitled to share the whole or iiart of inoceeds of the sale of the 
confiscated articles. The Forest Officer, Deputy Commissioner or 
Collector aforesaid may also, out of the fine realized, award compen- 
sation to any person subjected to annoyance or injury in connection 
with the proceedings in which the fine was imposed. 

3. Rewards granted under these rules shall be disbursed at 
once, if they are loss than Es. 100. If they are over Es. 100, that 
sum only will be (Usbuiyed at once, and the rest after the iieriod of 
ai^peal has exxjired, or tlie appeal has been rejected. In the event 
of the conviction being I’eversed on appeal, the amount x)aid in 
reward shall not be recovered from the xmrsons to whom it has been 
l)aid, unless it shall apiJear that they have acted fr.uuhilently. 

4. In cases where, under section 67 of the Indian Forest Act. a 
Forest Officer has acceiited a sum of money as coraiiensation for any 
damage which has been commit ted. tlie Conservator of Forests may 
authorize the x’ayment of a x^ortion of the amount realized as a 
reward to any person who mav have contributed to the discovery 
of the offender. In the case of forests underthe management of the 



Civil Deputy, the Deputy Oommissiouer or Oollector in charge of 
tlie forests is autliorized to pay similar rewards out of the money 
realized by him as compensation for any damage committed. 

Bengal Govornmont Ordor No. 955 T.R., dated 28tii dune 1916. - 

“ When in a' forest offence case the accused on conviction is 
sentenced to imprisonment, and no fine or value of confiscated 
pro 2 )erty is realized from wluch rewai'd.s ])rovided for in the rules 
publislied under section 75 (6) of the Indian Forest Act can be met, 
rewards may be iiaitl to any non-gnzetted Government officer and to 
persons not'in the employ of Government wiio maj' have contri- 
buted to^ the detection or the offence or the discovery of the 
offender.' 

“ Such rewards will be jiaid out of the fund.® provided in tlie 
sanctioned estimates of the Forest Department, and will he dis- 
bursed in the case of non-oflicials under llie sanction of lire Conser- 
vator of Forests up to a limit of Rs. 200 in each forest offence case, 
and may bo distributed in such proportions as that ollicor may 
tliink fit among tlie persons eligible for reward., 

‘‘ Rewards to non-ofliciuls exceeding Rs. 200 in any single forest 
offence case and rewards to non-gazetted oflicials require tlie x)re- 
•vions sanction of the Local Government.”

The 4th September 16S9 . — in .supersession of the notification- 
dated tlie ]2tli .iune 18<S(j, published at iiage 719, Part I of the Cnl 
ciitta Gazette r, I the IGlli iflem, the Lieutenant-Governor is pleased, 
under tlie provisions of section 7» (r. of the Indian Forest Act 
(VTJ of 1878), to in'oliibil the felling of any of the trees sjiecified 
below in tlie settled lands of the inileased ])ortion of tlie khas mclials 
situated in the Regulation District of Oliittagong witliout tlie iirevi- 
ous jiermission of the Collector, or of siicli officers ns he mnj* 
authorise to is.snc permits on bis behalf, subject to the payment of 
a royalty levied at an act valorem rate of 10 pei- cent, on the nmrlcet 
valnc of the trees. 

Tlie Oollector shall, under the advice of llio District Forest 
Officer, iinil subject to the approval of tlio Commissioner of the Divi- 
sion. from time to time draw up a table of values of all classes of Iho 
trees likely to bo required by the public, mid may from time to 
time, wilb the like ad vice and ajqji'ovnl. correct, modify, oraltersucli 
tal)lc of values. The said table shall, when approved by the Commis- 
sioner, be published at such places as may be decided upon, and be 
otliorwisc made generally known, and all modifications or correc- 
tions of the said tablo shall ho similarly notified.

17.-^Fire protection rules in force In the Darjeeling and 
Jalpaiguri Civil Districts. 

The 11th Decemher 18S0. — Tlie following rules, passed by the 
Lieulenant-Govcrnor of Bengal, under section 75(fl) of the Indian 
Forest Act, VII of 1878, are hereby publislied for general informa- 
tion ; these rules apply (o the disi riels of Darjeeling and .Talpaiguri 
and will hold good during the season in which fires may bo expect- 
ed to occur — from the 1st November In one year to the 1st .Tune in 
the next : — 

1. Any person living in the viciiiity of a Government forest 
reserve, or occupying or using land in such vicinity, and desirous 
of clearing by fire any standing forest or grass laud near that 
reserve, in a locality from which .such fire would be likely <o 
end.angcr the reserve, .shall observe the following rules : — 

(1) He shall give notice of at least one week to the nearest 
forest ofiicor, ranger or forester, of his intention. 

(2) He shall clear a bolt of hind al least 20 foot broad on the 
aide of the land he proposes to burn nearest to the forest 
reserve. 

(.3) He shall choose for such burning a day or time when a high 
wind is not blowing. 

(4) He shall light the fire in direction contrary to the prevailing 
wind. 
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2 Any such person dusirons of burninp, on land adjoining a 
lorest reserve, wood, grass or weeds, or oilier cut inalerini, shall 
collect that ni.xturial into iieaps. and burn it separately in such a 
way tliat tlio lire may not endanger the forest reserve. 

*3. Any person collecting inllammable forest produce such as 
grass and bamboos, on land adjoining a forest roierve, and any 
holder of a permit to collect sticli materials from tlie forest reserve, 
■.liall stack tlie material so collected in an open siiacc. as far removed 
as possible from tlie forest. 

1. Allp'rsona levelling on roads passing through or along 
the boundary of a forest reserve shall camii only at such places as 
may he cleared and set apart for the purpo.se of caniiiing grounds 
by the forest ollicor, wlio shall yearly publish a list of such grounds 
in the vicinity of the reserve.* Camping at otlior localities than 
those so set apart is forhidden ; and all jmrsons so camping shall 
light any lires llicy may make for cooking or other purposes in 
such a way as not to endanger the forest reserve, or the buildings 
or jiroperty on the camiiinggronnd ; and tliey shall extinguish all 
such iires before leaving tlie camping ground. 

5. Tlie carriage of burnirg wood, flre-hr.inds, or torches, 
through or along tlic boundary of any reserved forest is prohibited. 

18.— Grazing rules in force in the Darjeeling 
Civil District. 

Rulos under whloh graclnll will bo pormittod In the forests of the 

Dumsong subdivision. 

'/Vic 21s/ FpbrH'trij 1882. — The following rules which have 
boon apjirovcd by the Lieutenant-Governor, and will come into 
force from the l,st April 1882. are published for general 
information : — 

Tiulc I . — For the purposes of tlie.se rules the fore-st will be 
divided into — 

I. — Lower forest. 

II. — Upper forest. 

The lower forest will be composed of the forests along the 
valleys of the Rnngpo and Teesta. viz,, the lower part of the 
Dninsong, the Kaliinpong, the lower part of tlie Rinkinpong, the 
Tuiiang, and the Nuzzeokh forest reserves, as well as the forests 
of the lower hills, inclnding the Teesta Chcl iiinge, the Sukam block, 
the northern Tondoo, and the lower portions of the Nar and .Tuldaka 
forests. The upiier forest will contain the remainder of the forest 
res.*rved or proposed to bo reserved, 

Ttule II . — Grazing in the lower forest will not he pennitted 
except under monthly iiermits to be obtained from the Officer in 
charge of the range on payment of such fees as the Conservator of 
Forests may fix from time to time. I’he localities in which such 



officer may be authorised to gnint pomrits will bo fixed annually, 
in accordance with the instructions contained in pa rafjraph 97 of 
the Forest Deiiartinoiit C«)de,*

Hitle III, — (i razing? in the upper forest will bo reserved 
Ijriiuai'ily for cultivators wl(o are ipnanis of Government in the 
Knlimpotifjf .snbdivisioji. Any siic'.i person who wishes to graze 
hi-i cattle in tlie iijiper fomsf shall take out a quarter!

])nrposc on or I)cfore the llrst daj* in each quarter, at tlie office of

sion may be permit leil to gnizo tlndr etiitle in 1lie.se fore.sts on 
jni.vmeiit of the rates which ma.v from time to time be fixed liy the 
Conservator of Forests. 

JiulelV . — The niandals ( 3 i} in number) of tlie clifl’ercni blocks 
will be permitted to graze, free of charge, in the upper forest, such 
cattle as tire bond fitiv tlieir own personal jiroperiN*. Any of these 
mandals 11013’ upi»l3’ for iiermi.‘>sion to the Deput3’ Cumniissioncr or 
the Assistant Odininissioiier of Kaliinpong, wlio will obtain for him 
from the Divisional Forest ofiieer (he permits for such cattle as he 
m.a3’ coii.SJ'der iiiui entitled to graze. In ail rcspoet.s other than the 
pa3'jnei)tof foe.s, .'such permits .shall be held to be permits granted 
under Jtulc ill of the nile.s. and the holders shall be bound to carr3' 
out all the provisions ol these rules. If in ain' ea.se the Deput3' 
Oomraissioncr or Assistant Commissioner shall eonsider it necessary 
to refuse to aiqily for the permit, he shall be at libei't3’ to do so, and 
the applicant .sliall then lie entitled to graze his cattle onl3’ upon 
pa3’menl of the fees prescribed in Hnle Ilf. 

Ihilr V . — All such permits shall expire on the lust da3’ in each 
quarter, viz., June 30 ( 11 , >Septeinber. 30 tn, December 31 sl, and March 
31 st, resi)ectivol3’ ; and permits for portions of a quarter shall be 
counted as for a whole quarter. 

Ifiile FI . — Tlie permits .shall fix (lie forest bloclc or compart- 
ment iu which I lie Jirivilego of grazing maybe exerci.sotl, and the 
block or compartment slinll l)e selected 1)3’ the divisional officer with 
due regard (0 the convenience of the permit-lioldcr, provided that 
at least onc-lialf the area of the niqicr forest slinll alwu3's be made 
available for such grazing. 

Hull! VTl , — Tlie const ruction of grazing camps, enclosures, or 
batlians shall be iiormittcd in such blocks or compartments as may 
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be permanently set apart for that imrpose by the subdi visional 
forest ofiBcer. For the constrnction of such grazing camps, enclo- 
sures or bathans, permit-holders may utilize such dead and dry 
wood as may be found in the viciiiit 5 ’^, and, with the peimission of 
the forest officer previously obtained, canes an'd bamboos. Should 
sufficient dry wood not bo available, the divisional forest officer or 
his subordinates may allow trees of the less valuable kinds of less 
girth than 18 inches to be cut on payment of a fee oi six pies for 
each tree so cut. No charge shall be made for canes, bamboos, or 
dry wood. 

Hide VIII . — The cutting of saplings and lopping of the 
branches of trees is prohibited. This rule should not be held to 
apply to bamboos or the sinail pieces of aralia (chinia). 

Ride IX . — Any person in charge of cattle grazing under a 
permit shall be bound to keep his permit ready for inspection and 
to show it on demand to any forest officer visiting the bathans. 

Rule X . — All permits on the expiry of the term for which they 
are granted, must be returned to the office of issue. 

Note. — The followiiif' riilob for the guidance of grnzier? m the reserved forests of the 
Tista Forest Division were sanctiined in Government order No 33T-lt, dated the iSth 
April 19 J8, subject to the folloning reierrations : — ' 

(i) The Divisional Foroit Officer to use discretion in the selection of graziers iilio are 

to lie ordered to sow or plant. 

(ii) Qraziers to have the riglit of appeal to the Depnty Commissioner against order 

issued by the Piv isional Forest Officer under tlio'ic lulcs. 

(ill) The rules do not opply to Rn I'ggen Kazi Bahadur for the free gwriiig granted to 
liirn b) Government 

Runs son Tnn goidavcf of the QnAziEns i.n' the RisEnvnn Foucsis of the 

Tista Division. 

1. Every eirazivr vviio bnilda and occupies a peiramcat balhan in tlie Reserved Forests of 
the Tista Division shall iiiaVe n “ nursery ” for seeds of forest trees in the neighbourhood of 
Ins hathan ev erj j car 

2. No iiiirserj shall be lesa than 100 s-jaarc feet in extent, and no iiiir.>ery bhall be made 
ot a distance of less thin 100 feet from any other nurecrj 

3 Tlie miisery shall be fenced to tiic satisfaction of the Divisionol Forest Officer with , 
poles given for that purpose hj the Forest Department. 

4 Each i'iir,ery slioll be sovvn with seeds of such species as the Divisional Forest Officer, 
Tista, bhall from time ti time, prescribe, the seed bei ig collected and distributed free of 
chorge by tiie Department 

5. Failure to comply vv ith the ah ive rules will make the giazicr-, concerned lioblc to a 
iiae net exceeding Rs. 20, or to exclusion from the Reserved Forests. 


Darjeeling Grazing Rules. 

The loth OHoher 18)5. — Under the power.s conferred on him by 
section 75 (d) of the Indian Forest Act (VII of 1878), the Lieutenant- 
Governor is pleased to make the following rules to regulate grazing 
in the reserved forests of Darjeeling : — 

1. Grazing in the reserved forests of the Darjeeling Forest sub- 
division, other than those north of the Little Rangit river, is pro- 
hibited, except under the following rules apd conditions. 
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2. Permits for grazing will be isouecl by the Forest Oflicers in 
charge of ranges IxtM'oinafIcr referred to as range oflicers, for tlie 
calendar month, on payment of such fees as may from time to time 
be fixed by tlio Conservator of Forests with the sanction of Govern- 
ment. The permits will fi.x the block or locality in which rbe 
])riviIoge of gjMzing may be exercised; such blocks or localities shall 
be selected by the Divisiotnil Forest Oflicer witli regard to tlic 
protection of the forest, the convenience of the permit-holder, and 
the existing ordons of Government on the subject, or orders which 
may in future be issued b}' Government. 

.S. RCe shal! not be oixtiged to alJow grazing in more than 
d,0U8 acres, nor to pennit more than 53B head of cattle to bo grazed 
dnriag the summer or winter month.s. With the eoneurronce. of the 
Deputy Oommissioner. he may reduce the number of head of cattle 
to be adiniltod during the winter uiontbs.

■I. Grazing will be reserved for milk cattle required for the 
.snjiply of milk and butter to the public in Darjeeling, .lelhipahar 
and .Tore Bung.ilow, and fora number of draught cattle not e.xceed- 
iiig I.IO head. 

The Divisional Foi-est Ollieor will not be Inmid to provide 
grazing for any cattle other than the above, but may, with the sanc- 
tion of the Conservator, allow temporarily a larger number if be 
couskicrs it can be done with due regard to the intcro.sl of the 
fore.st . 

■ .5, The construction of grazing camps, cnciosure or 5r////o«.9 is 

prohibited, except on the sites pointed out iiy the Divisional Forest 
DHicer. Sites for two 'bath nts shall be allowed to each grazier 
whoso permit allow.s him to graz‘ more Ilian five luad of cattle. 
Should more be required, or a change of site appiieil for, the ques- 
tion to be decided in case of dispute liy the Divisional Forest Officer 
and Dcjnity Commissioner. 

fi. Ju llio cases in which the two 6.//57n, 8 allotted to a permit- 
holder lie in two difi'erciit blocks, he shall not leave one for the 
other without pivvious notice to the range oflicer, and without 
having the permission of this officer on<Ior.-!ed on the iiermit. 

7. For the comstmet ion of, and re])air.s to, these halhaim. permit- 
holders may utilize such dry fallen wood as may he found in (he 
vicinity, and, with the permission of (ho range oflicer, canes and 
bamboos. Should snflicionl dry wood not lie availublo. tlie Divi- 
sional Fore.st Officer, or his suboKlinato under his ()r<lcr.s, may mark 
and allow to bo cut for this purpose trees of tlic less valuable kinds 
of .smallor girth than ]<S inchc-i on in-epayincnt of annas I per tree. 
No charge will be made for canes, bamboos, or cliy wood. 

8. The Divisional Forest Oflicer may prohibit the construction 
of hnth'tvs for drauglir cattle. 

0. The cutting and lopping of trees is prolubited. This rule 
does not apply to bamboos, creeper-s, and the tiees known as Dung- 
Dung (Brass'tiopsis ITainla) and Dudhki (Ficus gemella). 
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t The prohibition of catting and loi^iiing trees does not apply to 
the shrab known as Phalsari (Rubits lineatus). 

tNorr. — Added by Xatideation of 19tli Sfovembec 1885. 

10. Payment for permits for grazing will be made in advance 
on the first day of the month, and in case of payment not being made 
by the 10th, double fees may be charged ; if not made by the 20th, the 
cattle may bo driven out of the forest, or the defaulters iirosecuted 
under section 25 (d) of the Indian Forest Act, and the issue of a 
permit refused, subject to appeal to the Ooiiservatpr. Should the 
Conservator consider it desirable, iiayments may be made quarterly, 
but subject to the above provisions as to payment. 

11. Buffaloes, goats, and sheep will not be allowed grazing in 
the forests forming the circles to be worked for the supply of fuel 
and timber to Darjeeling, Jeilapahar. and tea plantations. 

12. All permits will be kept at tlie bathans, and will be produc- 
ed for iiispeccioii whenever called for by any Forest or Police 
OflScer. On the exj)iry of the term for which a permit is issued, it 
shall be returned to the office of issue, and a' fresh permit ma5' be 
refused, unless the applicant produces his ex])iring or expired 
permit. 

13. The range officer shall, after issue of a notice to any holder 
of a grazing permit, copy ol which shall be sent for. recoid to the 
Divisional Officer, require that on a day fixed, not less than seven 
days from the date ol the notice, he shall have all his cattle within 
his bathaii to allow of their number being checked with his permit. 
Such insiiections shall not be made ofteiier than four times in. the 
year : they shall oidinarily be held between the lioiii-s of 7 and 
10 A.M. bO as not to cause iinnecessaiy incovenieiice to the permit- 
holder, who may, however, by giving at least two days’ notice to 
the range officer, flx'any other hour between 3 A.M. and 6 P.M. of the 
day appointed by the notice that may be more convenient to hini- 
seif. Should the permit-liulder refuse or neglect to comply with the 
terin.s of the notice referred to above, or otherwise hinder tlie 
thorough inspection of his cattle, ihe issue to him of a fresh permit 
may be refused until he has complied wdth the requiremeuLs of this 
rule. 

The Conservator may exempt by name, class or locality, any 
person or persons from the requirements of the preceding clause. 

Nothing in this rule shall be held to debar any Forest or Police 
Officer from visiting and inspecting a hathan or cattle-shed or pen 
within the reserved forests, or the cattle grazsing in the forest. 

14. Any Forest Officer attached to the Darjeeling Forest 
^ Division, to whom the range officer is subordinate, may exercise 

any of the powers conferred on a range officer by these* rules. 
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Other notifications and orders. 

19.— Rules under the Indian Fisheries Act (IV of 1897; 
affecting Darjeeling Civil District.

22. The maximum nuinbor of students tliat will bo admitted in 
any one year will bo decided by the President, subject to the orders 
of the Inspector-General of Forests. Within this number, nomi- 
nation.s will be assigned to the various provinces by the President 
wiio, after satisfying their requirements, may also assign v.ic.mcics 
to British possessions, Native States, etc. The President is em- 
powered to refuse an application tor a nomination without assign- 
ing any reason.

allowance, being expected to defray

1. Appointments to the Provincial Forest Service shall be made — 
(a) by the promotion of Forest Rangers of long service and 
tried probity, irrespective of the educational qualifica- 
tions they may hold ; 

{b) by the selection for direct appointment of candidates who 
must successfully pass through the Provincial Forest 
Service course at the Forest Research Institute, Dehra 
' Dun, and thereafter render not less than three years’ 

. ' .satisfactory service as Probationary Extra Assistant 
Conservator of Forest, before being confirmed. 
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2. The piy of Probationary Extra Assistant Conservators of 
Forests will be Rs. 15 » per meiisein for the first three years; "and 
thereafter nutil they are appointed to vacancies in the sanctioned 
cadre of the Provincial Forest Service, pay not exceeding Hs. 200 
per mensem may be given at the discretion of the Local Govern- 
ment. 

3. Candidates for nomination to the Provincial Service course 
at the Forest Research Institute must possess the following min- 
imnm educational qualifiratioim . — 

(i) a certificate of having jiassed the I.Sc.. I.E., or I.A. 
examination of an Indian University in a group of 
subjects including Matliematics, or 
(it) the Licentiate of Agriculture degree of a Government 
Agricultural College, or 

(lii) if a European, the Junior School certificate awarded in 
connection with the Cambridge Local Examination in 
a group of subjects, including Algebra. Geometry and 
Trigonometry : 

Provided that in the case of candidates who were above the 
age of 16 j'eai-s on the 31st December 1910, other certificates may be 
accepted, if they show the candidates to possess the educational 
qnaiifioations laid down in the rules 23 and 25 of the Research 
Institute admission rules. 

4. Applications should be submitted to the Conservator of 
Forests, Bengal, through the Collector of the district in which the 
candidate.s reside or through the Divisional Forest Officer if the 
candidates reside in a Forest Division ! applications should be 
accompanied by the certificates i^resciibed by rale 29 of the 
Research Institute admission rales, and by tlie educational certi- 
ficates prescribed under rule 3 above. From the apifiications 
received, the Conservator of Forests may make a preliminary 
selection, and candidates so selected will be inquired to undergo the 
qualifying examinations in English and Mathematic.s prescribed by 
rale 25 of the Forest Research Institute admission rules. The 
qualifying examination in English and Mathematics will be 
held at a centre to be fixed by the Conservator of Foi*ests, Bengal. 
The examination in Mathematics will be ' that in-escribed in rule 25 
of the admission rules of the Forest College. The object of the 
examination in English is to test thoroughly the capacity of candi- 
dates to follow the course of instruction given at the College. Two 
passages will be read out (not dictated) to the candidates at a fair 
"speed, one by a European and the other by an Indian officer. Each 
candidate will then be required to write a full prdcis of the passages, 
in order to show that he has grasped the salient points. There will 
also be a colloquial examination. On receipt of the results of those 
examinations the Conservator of Forests may select from the 
candidates who have qualified at those examinations not more than 
twice the number of men required to be deputed to the course in 
the ensuing year, and those selected candidates may be required to 
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undergo a coai-se ol preliminary practical training .in such fore.st 
divisions us the Coiiservafor may direct, %vJiich may extend over a 
lieriod of not le.ss than four and not 11101*0 than six months. 

During this cour.se, candidates wi,U be granted a monthly 
allowance of Rs. 40, which is intended to cover their expenses. 
The Conservator of Forests will disiien.se witli the services of any 
candidate wliose work or conduct during this period may prove 
unsatisfactory or wiiose physical fitne.ss appears to be defective. 

The final selection of candidates will be made by Government. 

5. While at the Forest Research Iiistitnto, tlie selected candi- 
dates will be given a monthly stipend of Rs. 50, which will be 
supplemented by a bonus of Rs. 1,000 at the end of the course to 
those candidates who pass with “ Honours.*’ and who arc well 
reported on bj’^ the President. The amount of the bonus is redu- 
cible by GoA*ernmenl in the event, of the report not being entirely 
satisfactory. 

6. The actual expenses incurred by probationary students on 
journeys by rail or steamer, while proceeding to and from tlie 
Xiistitute and while undergoing the course, will be defrayed by 
Government. For the jiurpo-se of this rule, iirobationary simlonts 
will be considered as officers of tlie second class under article 1002. 
Civil Service Regulations. 

7. On tlie nomimition of candidates tliey will be required — 

ft) to'sign an agreement binding themselves to work dili- 
gently while at the Institnie ivncl to serve Government 
for not less than five yeans after passing out of the 
hislitiite ; 

(H) (0 find two sureties to execute a liond in the prescribed 
form guaranteeing that, under special circiimslances 
therein detailed, they will refund all money expended 
by Government on the nominee’s behtilf, etc.

5. The' total number of students of each category wlio can be 
admitted Into llic Collegocuch year will bo limited to such number 
as the t resident, subject to the orders of the Inspector-General 
of Forests and tho Government of India, nmy decide, from time, to 
time cati be ediiealecl at the College. Tho number of sludciitsliips to 
bo allotted each year to the respective provinces will, with due 
regard to the total prescribed, bo decided by tho President, after 
consiiUation with tho variou.s administrations as to tlioir require- 
ments, and will be communicated to them not later than the Ist 
April.

(1) students already in Government service. 


Privaio sliidciits comprise all those students wlio arc without 
apppintmeiits in any Forest Service, who have not entci'ed into 
an agreeineiii to .serve any Government or Adiiiiiiistration, and 
whose object it is, by becoming xiossessors of the Forest College 
certitlcates, to obtain employment either in the Forest Service 
of the Government of India or in that of a Native State or some 
otlior owner of forest property. 

Governmrnt prdbationery students comprise those who have 
been selected by any Government for an appointment in its Forest 
Service. 

According to tlio class of studentship iiiiiilied for, candidates 
arc classitied under tho four categories defined above.

The President is aulliorized to admit candidates, as an exce])- 
tional measure, who for some valid reason (such as being the 
subjects of a Native Slato or foreign country) have had no oiiportnnity

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ol securiUR uny of tlie certilicntes niciitionecl iibove, ijrovitled 
that ill bis oi)inioii the caiiillehites possess the educatiojial qnalifica- 
tioas necessary to profit by llio College coiiise. 

The Iiisj)ectur-Genoral of Forests may. should' ho consider it 
desirable, rela.\ any of the canditions imposed nador this raJe. 

11. Upon the receipt by the Conservator of any application in 
lespect. to whicli tlie preceding conditions slnill have been observed, 
tliat oflieer may reject tlie api)iicntion without assigning anj" reason 
for so doing; but if he accepts it and the applicant is a candidate for 
Government service, he slionld be seen by a Conservator of a Forest 
circle, wlien this can be conveniently arranged, or by some officer 
of tlie Imperial Forest Service, who sliould record his iiersonal 
opinion in regard to tlie suitability of tlie candidate. 

12. Tliose candidates w’ho have been approved Avill, willi the 
permission of tlie Local Ooverniiient in the case of Government 
probationary students, and under the Conservator's recommendation 
in the case of private students, and that of the Durbars in tlie case 
of candidates from Native Stales, be eligible for nomination to the 
College, and their ccrtificate.s as detailed in rule 10 aliovc .should be 
sent to tlie President not later than the 1st August in each year. 

13. All candidates not already in the service of Government. 

^ who have been accepted bv tlie President 

pteiiiminr} inimne juiniissiou to tlic College, Will be 

required to undergo, before joining the College, a course of in-actical 
training in the forests of the province from which they come, 
lasting at least three and a half months. Such cnndulutus will not 
be allowed to join the college unless they can produce a certificate 
signed by the Divisional Ollicer under whom they have served, and 
conn toi signed by the Con.servator of the circle, or in the case of 
Native States by the Durbar, tlial they have undergone the conr.se of 
praciicnl training in a satisfactory manner and.are likely to become 
useful Forest Officers. The President may exempt a candidate, from 
the wliolc or a iiortion of the practicarconr.se above iirescribed. 
after satisfying himself that the omission to complete the minimum 
prescribed term was due to no fault of the candidate, and that the 
Conservator, under wliom tlie ciuiclidate laid undergone part of this 
period of tr.iiniug. lias certified that he has given promise of making 
an efficient Foro>.t Officer. 

14. It is left to Local Governments to awaixl stipends or 

soholar.ships in such manner as they 
st,rtmi.or«hohH..p- provided tliat the total for the 24 

months’ cour.se does not exceed lls. 1.200, j.e., docs not exceed an 
average Kite of Rs. 50 per mensem. In the event of scholaf.ships 
being ;iwarded the general method of assigning such will be — 

(a) a stipend not exceeding Rs. oO iior mensem for tlie duration 
of the course or a portion thereof ; 

(5) in lieu of the above, a lump sum to be paid on a candidate’s 
successfully olitaining such certificate as may have been 
agieed upon ;

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15. Govci'jimenfc probationary .stndents, while under training 

in the forests of the province from whicli

receive tr.ivelling alloiivanoe at the rale of Rs. 25 per inejisem to 
enable them to defray their tinvclling expenses during tiie course of 
the iiractical training referred to in rule 13. Thi.s allowance will 
be met from the budget grants of tli^ local fore.st departments, and 
will be paid only under the connlersignature of the Conservator 
of the circle concerned.

2. Candidates for these axipointiuents siiould apj)!}' to the Con- 
servator of Forests, Bengal, through tho Collector of the district in 
which the candidates reside, or through the Divisional Forest 
Ollicer it the candidates reside in a Forest Division s applications 
should be accompanied by the certificates prescribed by rule 10 of 
the rales of the Forest College at Dehra-Dun relating to tlie 
Hangers’ Service course. 

From the a])plications received, tho Conservator of Forests will 
make a preliminary selection of not more than twice the number of 
men to be deputed to tho Hangers course at the Forest College in 
tlie ensuing year and candidates so selected will be required to 
undergo the preliminary training referred to in rule 13 of the 
College rales relating to the Hangei-s’ class.

No bonus will be given to , 
candidates who merely obtain the Higher Standard certificate. 
Selected candidates will be obliged to execute the agreement and 
security bond prescribed by Government.

For the purpose of this rule, probationary students wlU 
be considered as oUicers of the third class under article 1002. Civil 
Service Regulations. 

5. Candidates who obtain the Higher Standard certificate of 
the Forest College at the completion of the two years’ Rangers’ 
course, wither without “ Honours,” will be appointed Rangers on 
monthly salaries of not less than Rs. 50. Under similar cirenms- 
tances, candidates who obtain the Lower Standard certificate will 
be appointed Dei)iity R-ingers on monthly salaries of not less than 
Rs. 30.
